“The church here has only been organ- 
ized since August of 1940.

Here are some of the partic- 
ulars: There has been a nice addition to 
the church. There have been two great 
revivals held with 144 being saved, 57 
sanctified, and 40 baptized with the Holy 
Ghost.

John, you can find 
_, constantly refer- 

ences as to over- 
_ coming. Then, in the 
book of Revelation, 
we read of “over- 
coming the wicked 
one.” To the seven 
| churches He makes 
promises to them 
that overcome. 
This pictures the 
Christian life one of warfare, fight- 
ing against the mighty, perpetual, op- 
posing forces. Yet St. John’s ideal of 
the Christian life was not one of a fe- 
verish excitement and strain but it seems 
that he had learned even better than any 
of the other disciples the secret of the rest 
of faith. He knew what it was to abide 
under the shadow of the Almighty. We 
conclude from the life and teachings of 
St. John that he was not a man of rest- 
less energy, actively engaged in perilous 
conflicts. A man who wins must realize 
his weakness and know fully what it is to 
rest in divine guidance, for faith works 
in and by our love of God and Christ, and 
thus withdraws us from the love of the 
world. “This is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith.”

What is the world? The term rendered 
world means proper arrangement and has 
reference more particularly to the uni- 
verse of created things in its orderly and 
systematic confirmation, as opposed to the 
confusion of the original chaos. The term 
world became a brief title for all that 
which is not God, nor of God; all that is 
earthly, sensual, evil; all that tempts to 
sin; and all who live without God, apart 
from God, or are at enmity against God. 
In the apostles’ time the term world, no 
doubt, meant the whole mass of human 
society with the exception of the handful 
here and there of those who had embraced 
Christian faith. The line of separation be- 
tween the Christians and non-Christians 
was readily and sharply drawn with severe 
persecution. Hundreds of thousands of 
Christians being put to death on every 
hand could be seen, endorsed by society, 
as well as the most terrible evils and vices, 
the extravagance of luxury, and the aw- 
fulness of poverty and slavery on every 
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hand. The enemy was making inroads 
through the lust of the flesh, the lust of 
the eyes, and the pride of life. 


Today we live in quite a different 
world. There is little persecution. There 
are no Neros or Domitians on the world 
thrones, with their many thousands and 
thousands of cruel, brutish human be- 
ings, sitting in the arena watching the 
hungry lions devour the poor, innocent, 
suffering victims. Yet, we have a fight to 
face—perhaps a harder one—one with a 
less spectacular conflict, yet there is that 
wrestling. As Paul describes it, we wrestle 
not against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places. Here in the United States, our 
Government is based upon the principles 
of the Bible. Our officials, when they 
take the oath of office, declare the same 
upon the authority of God’s Word. In as- 
suming the greatest of all responsibilities 
of the various offices, including the 
greatest—that as President of the United 
States of America—they must declare 
that they will protect and defend our na- 
tion, and close their confirmations by 
saying, “So help me, God.” I was greatly 
impressed with the prayer offered in be- 
half of the President immediately after 
his taking oath of office (every Christian 
should pray for him and all other 
rulers daily) in which he was commended 
to God in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. As that voice rang out through 
the corridors of the capitol of the greatest 
nation of earth, and travelled by radio to 
the greater nations around the globe, I 
thought, “Oh! what a tribute to our pre- 
cious Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ, and 
yet, America, do you love Him as you 
should?” 


Unlike that of the disciples in earlier 
days who were faced on every hand by 
heathenish worship, Americans are con- 
sidered Christians; and our nation has 
the worship of our Lord Jesus Christ 
throughout all its borders. Yes, the car- 
ing for the sick through the hospitals, 
caring for the insane and feeble-minded 
through our asylums and institutions for 
their care, and the care of orphan children 
—all of this, of course, is a great work, 
and a work that can be endorsed by the 
church, but doing these things is not 
making one a Christian. There is need of 
that definite faith—faith in God, for 
faith sanctifies the heart, purifies it of 
those sensual lusts by which the world 
obtains such a sway and dominion over 
souls. There must be that definite experi- 
ence of being born again. Living in the 
land in which we now live and being as-

sociated with Christian people will, by 
no means, save the soul of the individual. 

We are, indeed, very thankful for our 
blessed nation. We praise God for a na- 
tion, the laws of which are built upon the 
principles of the Word of God. We thank 
God for the flag and for all that it means 
to us today. It gives to us religious free- 
dom and liberty and secures for us pro- 
tection from the awful cruel persecutions 
Christians endured and suffered in the 
early centuries. Yet, we suffer criticism 
from those among us who do not under- 
stand, They gaze upon us with critical 
eyes. They make unbecoming remarks of 
us and our religion. Many times we feel 
slighted and unwelcome with the great 
mass of people; but there is within us that 
Blessed One who said, “Blessed are they 
that are persecuted for righteousness’ sake, 
for theirs is the kingdom of heav- 
en.” When we feel the burden heavy, 
we look away from this world and 
“see Him who is invisible.” We are 
able to cast our cares upon Him, 
for He careth for us. He said, “‘Fear not, 
for I am with thee.” The world assails 
us by offering us a compromise, by ap- 
pealing to our interests, our desires, our 
passions—trying to throw a magical spell 
over us as some bewitching, captivating, 
enchanting music-charm, which will lull 
us away from our sensibilities to the re- 
sponsibilities about us. They say, “Reli- 
gion is all right, but don’t make a hobby 
of it. Let’s take in the things about us, 
enjoy the pleasures and amusements of 
this life.”” The enemy is, of course, still at- 
tacking through the lust of the eye, the 
lust of the flesh, the pride of life; and 
one cannot overcome these things by hu- 
man strength alone. It takes the mighty, 
inward urging influence of the precious 
Savior to overcome the battles with the 
world; but remember, “Greater is he that 
is in you than he that is in the world.” 1 
John 4:4. 

It seems, in one way, that the world 
has an attraction and power to overcome 
us through speed—everything in a hurry, 
rushing us on without sufficient time for 
meditation and prayer. The housewife 
finds herself busy in the morning with 
her household duties, preparing the chil- 
dren for school, then arranging the meals 
for the day, and doing the other house- 
work. The children are soon in again 
from school. The day has gone by; 
and now after the evening meal, the chil- 
dren’s lessons are to prepare. Thus, the 
whole day has gone by with little time 
for meditation and prayer; and, wearied, 
worn, and torn through the day, each one 
retires with but very little communion 
with God—but remember, Mother, re-

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IT IS somewhat amusing, yet very con- 
soling, to watch the trend of thought 
manifested by our great men of this na- 
tion. More and more they are coming to 
realize that the religion of Christianity is the bulwark of de- 
mocracy. Great men of the various churches, both by word of 
mouth and by pen, are now endeay- 
oring to arouse the people to a need 
of a revival of old time religion. But 
this trend is not alone confined to 
the church or church heads for not 
the least among these who have come 
out and out in the request that 
America turn to God is the Secretary 
of State, Cordell Hull. In January 16 
issue of the Christian Advocate, the 
official Methodist weekly, we have 
given to us an article by Mr. Hull, in 
which he discusses “The Need of 
Spiritual Rebirth.” The great need of 
such a message from such a great man 
so attracted the attention of the editors of the Pathfinder that 
they sought permission to reprint excerpts from it, which was 
granted in the February 1 issue of that news weekly. 

It should be both comforting and consoling to those of us 
who feel that much depends on our spiritual attitude as a na- 
tion, that such a great man should declare himself on such a 
vital subject, and that a paper with the circulation of the 
Pathfinder should give it wide publicity. 

According to Pathfinder, Mr. Hull begins by pointing out 
that the world is in a crisis and the United States itself endan- 
gered because of the massed forces of lust for tyrannical power 
abroad. To meet that menace the nation is creating the material 
means of defense. “But,” he adds, “more than that is needed; 
namely, an unshakable faith in the everlasting worth of free- 
dom and honor, of truth and justice, of intellectual and spirit- 
ual integrity, a triumphant faith in God.” 

Without that faith, Hull declares, no material means of de- 
fense will suffice. With it we need fear no enemy outside or 
within our borders. 

We need today a resurgence of spiritual purpose and moral 
stamina. We must rededicate ourselves to the service, the de- 
fense and the nurturing of freedom under justice and the law. 
Our homes, our schools, our churches, our leaders in every walk 
of life just inculcate this faith and this spirit. 

Our churches particularly have an exceptionally important

role to play in this work of spiritual rebirth. The terrible mis- 
fortunes which are being visited upon mankind have been the 
result of a dangerous deterioration of standards of personal and 
of national conduct. We desperately need today a revival of 
religious fervor, a renewed humility before God in support of 
wholehearted adherence to high standards of individual and 
group behavior. However, Hull declares, the churches cannot 
do the job alone. Each and every one of us must search his 
mind and his heart for these signs of fatal weakness: First, 
doubt and unreasoning fear; second, cynicism and narrow self- 
interest; third, complacency. Such soul-searching, says Hull, is 
the responsibility of each individual. Should we fail in that re- 
sponsibility, he concludes, we would fail ourselves; we would 
fail the generation that went before us; we would fail the gen- 
erations that are to come after us; we would fail man; we 
would fail God. 

It is certain that spiritual rebirth is the only answer to a re- 
turn of the true religion of Christ and our fathers. A mere 
scared-up profession which would cause people to go to church 
more regularly, join churches, be baptized, etc., without this 
new birth, would be of no avail, for man alone looks on the 
outward appearance. It is God that tries the heart, and we 
might be able to fool men but we cannot fool God. Now is the 
time for a wholesale turning to God with heart service and con- 
secration of soul, mind, and body to Him.

A GREAT deal of significance has been at- 
tached recently to the fight between 
ASCAP (The American Society of Composers, 
Authors, and Publishers) an d 
BMI over the use of certain songs 
over the air. As we understand it, 
ASCAP is a union which controls a 
large number of the copyrights of 
patriotic, popular, and _ religious 
songs. The broadcasting systems have 
been obtaining a license from 
ASCAP for the use of these songs 
over the air. The radio systems felt 
that the prices were unreasonable 
and on the expiration of the 1940 
license failed to renew, which placed 
them in a position that they could 
not use, over any of their stations, 
songs owned and controlled by ASCAP. ‘This resulted in the 
formation of BMI (Broadcast Music Incorporated) which 
is backed by the two major networks, NBC and CBS. 
BMI has furnished all music played on the air over NBC 
and CBS since the failure of the chains and ASCAP to get 
together on terms for a renewal of their contracts. Many of 
the publishers of religious music in the South, including the 
Tennessee Music & Printing Company, have given BMI free 
use of all their songs to be used in religious services over the 
air, or in other programs in which they desire to use them. 

According to National Song Writers News, “Although cer- 
tain publicity releases have indicated the chains would have to 
shut up shops without ASCAP, BMI has accumulated a 
library of more than 250,000 numbers, including both new 
tunes and arrangements of material now in public domain.” 

Certain religious editors have become quite alarmed over this 
situation and because certain religious songs are banned from 
the air by BMI, feel that it is the mark’ of totalitarianism 
and that sooner or later all religious songs will be thus banned, 
as well as religious programs. We do not share this opinion but 
realize that those songs are banned from the air by the broad- 
casting stations only as they are forbidden to use them by 
ASCAP which has formed a monopoly on certain of the old time 
religious songs, together with new ones that have been written

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The Unique, Spontaneous Gospel

Romans 1:16, “For I am not ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ: for it is the pow- 
er of God unto salvation to every one that 
believeth; to the Jew first, and also to 
the Greek.” ; 


Dear friends and readers, perhaps you 
think this subject title just a little caba- 
listic or fantastic, but I have selected the 
etymology of this subject to express and 
emphasize my vision of the gospel of 
Christ. I see a uniqueness in this gospel be- 
cause, in the midst of many and various 
other gospels, there is none other like it; 
none other with the power, the beauty, 
and the glory; none other so effective and 
attractive. The gospel of Christ is the 
only gospel that can be translated into ev- 
ery language spoken and still mean the 
same thing. I see the gospel of Christ as 
it converts that acrimonious, antagonistic, 
and atrocious Paul of Tarsus into a sweet- 
spirited, cool-headed, warm-hearted 
Christian. Tell me, if you please, where is 
another message that would convert such 
libertines? It is not to be found, and that 
is why the Christ gospel is unique. 


Our text, in the language of the Apos- 
tle Paul, says the gospel of Christ is the 
POWER of God UNTO salvation. In 
other words, it serves as a motor for sal- 
vation. Of course a motor, according to 
Webster, is that which produces power or 
action, and what the motor means to an 
automobile is what the gospel means to 
salvation. When applied it starts salva- 
tion moving, but only toward those who 
believe. Now “salvation” is the great in- 
clusive word of the gospel, gathering into 
itself all the redemptive acts and pro- 
cesses—justification, redemption, grace, 
propitiation, imputation, forgiveness, de- 
liverance, safety, healing, soundness, sanc- 
tification, Holy Ghost, glorification, etc. 
Please think of this, of all the blessings 
and benefits derived from salvation, and 
God made all these wonderful provisions 
for the human family, it remains that the 
gospel of Christ set them in motion to- 
ward you and me, and all who will be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ. Isn’t that 
unique? It was so wonderful and so glori- 
ous that Paul, in Gal. 7:8, said, “Though 
we, or an angel from heaven, preach any 
other gospel unto you than that which we 
have preached unto you, let him be ac- 
cursed.” 

This gospel is unique because of its 
prodigiousness, Jesus said preach it to ev- 
ery nation. He said more than that, 
preach it to every creature. Think of the 
gospel that reaches the other side of the 
world, into every home in the world, even 
to every creature in the world, regardless 
of nationality; and think of the gospel 
that motorizes salvation to every creature 
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in the world, the gospel-propelled salva- 
tion that is big enough to meet every 
need of the human family. Thank God 
there is none like it. Of course a salvation 
that is not propelled by the gospel of 
Christ is worthless and of none effect, 
and there are millions today who are just 
as cold as fourteen tons of ice, and as dry 
as an air-conditioned house, all because 
their salvation was not accepted on the 
terms of the gospel. In 2 Timothy 3:5, 
Paul speaks of a people having a form of 
godliness but denying the power thereof, 
but he said from such turn away. When 
you think you can arm up with this 
crowd and keep the victory, you are just 
as bad wrong as when you burnt your 
shirt. There is a separating line, and it is 
your business and mine to keep on the 
right side. If your crowd is morbid and 
melancholic, then you are on the wrong 
side. Why not step over on the side of 
fortitude and felicity, with this immuta- 
ble. 

Well, I see now that my limited vo- 
cabulary will not allow me to say what 
I see and feel in the gospel of Christ, but 
one other thing I have not yet philoso- 
phized and that is the self-action of the 
gospel. Of course the word “spontaneous” 
explains the self-action thus, an action 
from natural impulse, produced naturally 
by internal causes rather than by external 
influences. We sometimes refer to this 
self-action as being automatic, and so it 
is. When once applied it automatically 
sets your whole salvaged life in motion. It 
moves out the wrong and moves in the 
right, not according to what some folks 
say or think, but according to the Spirit 
of God. It makes no difference where you 


are, when action is ordered you move. 
Many times you have no knowledge of it 
until it is over. It is spontaneous, the pro- 
duction of an internal cause and not an 
external influence. Yes, Brother; yes, 
Brother, don’t you know what it is? It is 
that automatic gospel moving inside. 
Don’t you feel it now? I feel it as I 


write these words. Spontaneous! No 
other message has ever caused me to feel 
this way. 


If you would like to know how I feel, 
listen. I feel like I had just crawled out 
of a tub of honey, were sitting in the 
shade of an evergreen tree, and angels 
were throwing big red apples at me. Oh 
yes, this feeling comes from within, noth- 
ing on my part. Only apply this unique, 
spontaneous gospel and the feeling auto- 
matically comes. Like the little boy in 
school, when he whistled the teacher said, 
“Johnnie, why did you whistle?” Johnnie 
said, “I didn’t whistle.” The teacher said, 
“Oh yes, you did. I saw you and heard 
you. I know it was you.” Johnnie said, 
“No, Teacher, I didn’t do it, it just 
whistled itself.” So it is with this gospel, 
when applied, it will just do it itself. 

There was a time when Paul was abso- 
lutely ashamed of this gospel, but once he 
applied it to his life, we hear him say, “I 
am NOT ASHAMED of the gospel of 
Christ.” Now this testimony automatical- 
ly rendered itself. What this gospel did 
for Paul, it will do for every man who 
comes in contact with it; i. e., upon the 
conditions of faith. Of all our contention 
as to what the gospel will do, it only 
means this to the believer; note the text, 
“it is the power of God unto salvation to 
every one that believeth.” If you are an 
unbeliever, it certainly does not mean 
anything to you, only death. May God 
help us to believe and rightly apply the 
gospel of Jesus Christ. AMEN.

Truth is the exclusive property of no 
one, yet she can be the heritage of every- 
one who will seek after her. 
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Question: Matt. 2:1-14 says the wise 
man saw His star and came to worship 
Him. Luke 2:1-20 tells us that the shep- 
herds were watching over their flocks by 
night, etc., and the shepherds came and 
worshipped Him. Are the shepherds and 
the wise men the same? If not, what 


about Matt. 2:13?—J. H. M. 


Answer: The story of the wise men 
and that of the shepherds are not even 
closely related. The shepherds were in 
their fields adjacent to Bethlehem where 
the Christ was born. The wise men of 
the East made their journey to Jerusalem 
and made inquiry, then went from Jeru- 
salem to Bethlehem. Matt. 2:13, “And 
when they were departed, behold the angel 
of the Lord appeared to Joseph in a 
dream, saying, Arise and take the young 
child and his mother, and flee into 
Egypt,” etc. In all probability the shep- 
herds came to visit Christ before the wise 
men arrived. Each Gospel writer tells his 
own story and some of the things that 
happened are included by one and left 
out by the other. All do not tell every- 
thing in detail but do tell stories in per- 
fect harmony, hence the beauty of the 
harmony of the Gospels. 


Question: Will you please explain 
verses 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, of the 6th chapter of 
Hebrews? Also please explain verse 26 of 
the 10th chapter of Hebrews.—Mr. and 
Mrs. W. E. D. 


Answer: The question above has been 
one hard for people to understand in 
view of the fact that many who have 
made profession of Christianity have 
backslidden and have again professed to 
get back to the Lord. It must be noted 
that the spiritual experiences described in 
verses 4 and § are very high, once en- 
lightened, tasted of the heavenly gift, 
made partakers of the Holy Ghost, tasted 
the good Word of God, and the powers 
of the world to come; if they shall fall 
away to renew them again unto repent- 
ance, seeing they crucify to themselves 
the Son of God afresh and put Him to 
an open shame. Just how far one can go 
in a Christian experience and then back- 
slide without so endangering himself 
that there would be no opportunity to re- 
pent, is perhaps proclamatical. It is cer- 
tain that here a danger line is drawn 
showing that one is treading on danger- 
ous ground after having possessed a high 
experience with the Lord to then return 
to the beggarly elements of the world. He 
should be grateful to that which God has 
done and render the rest of his life a 
service to Him. In Heb. 10:26, the real 
thought is more clearly disclosed. Much 
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is said in the chapter about sacrifices of 
burnt offerings for sin, etc. During Old 
Testament times when people sinned 
against God it was necessary to sacrifice 
animals but here we are taught that Je- 
sus is the supreme sacrifice, who suffered 
once for all and that when men sin wil- 
fully there is no other sacrifice for sin, 
that once a man has had a knowledge of 
the truth, then he must accept. It is both 
a challenge to his faith and to his life, 
which is the after-effects of such faith 
in God. There is no scripture found any 
place which justifies backsliding, but 
rather there are those that condemn back- 
sliding and set it forth as a dangerous and 
calamitous thing to do.

December 12, 1940 
Dear Brother Walker: 

We received your letter of Nov. 19 in 
San Francisco and appreciate so much 
your encouraging words. God is answer- 
ing prayer thus far by giving us pleasant 
weather though we have some rough seas 
at times. 

We cannot forget the good times we 
had with all you dear folks, and sweet 
memories will linger. We believe our visit 
with you was a profitable one. We em- 
phatically say the Lord has led us all the 
way. We are returning to India with con- 
fidence that we have a wonderful body 
of people behind us, with both prayer and 
finances, so why should we not be en- 
couraged? We are looking forward to a 
visit from you and Brother Tharp, be- 
cause I know that this will make our 
bond so much stronger and by seeing, you 
will be convinced of the great work in 
India with its open doors of opportuni- 
ties. If Brother Tharp cannot come, per- 
haps you can arrange to come alone. 

Counting the families there are fifty- 
two on board going to mission fields. 
Some are of the Alliance, some of the 
M. E., etc., but most of them are Seventh 
Day Adventists and most of the latter are 
going to Africa, one couple going back 
after laboring there for thirty-two years. 
A number of new ones are going and 
what is their message? We know that 
much of it is error. We of the Church 
of God, with such a real glorious mes- 
sage, are only TWO. We are so sorry 
that not even the Frenches could be with 
us. 

Oh, brother, may the Lord use you to 
stir up greater interest in the work of the 
foreign field so that the workers who 
have the call may get out to the needy 
fields before it is too late.

May we enter 
the ones already open and that SOON.

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Am Here

“Trust in the Lord with all thine 
heart; and lean not unto thine own un- 
derstanding. In all thy ways acknowledge 
him, and he shall direct thy path.”— 
Prov. 3:5, 6. 

The above verses have been my rule 
ever since I was saved, so this is the real 
reason I am iff Bible School today. 

While doing part-time work at the 
Cherokee Hotel in 1930, I ran an ad in 
the Cleveland paper stating that I would 
teach classes in shorthand and typing. It 
seemed to me that the first issue of the 
paper was scarcely off the press when 
Brother J. H. Walker came to my office. 
After introducing himself he said, “I 
have been praying for several days that 
God would lead me to someone who could 
establish and teach a Commercial Depart- 
ment in our school, and when I opened 
the paper just now, the first thing I saw

was your ad.” 

So I began teaching in Bible School in 
the afternoons. The work was so enjoy- 
able and interesting that I resigned my 
position at the Cherokee and opened a 
school of my own, which I taught in the 
mornings. 

Later I took unto myself a husband 
and we purchased a small plot of ground 
and built a house. My husband worked in 
a foundry and I taught. We were as hap- 
py as could be when a strike caused him 
to lose his job in the foundry, for he did 
not join C. I. O. 


Then there was talk of the school mov- 
ing to Sevierville. Superintendent Tharp 
said he did not feel that he could offer 
me enough to justify my leaving my 
school and my home and coming to Se- 
vierville, so I began a campaign for the 
enlargement of my school; but this met 
with defeat on every side. Finally, I was 
notified that I would have to vacate the 
building my school was in, as it was to 
be torn down in four weeks. A friend

was with me when I received this notice. 
She said that the bad news did not seem 
to worry me very much, to which I re- 
plied: ‘There is no place in the life of a 
Christian for worry.” 


Each day, I would try to find a new 
location for my school but none was ob- 
tainable in the business or residential dis- 
trict of Cleveland. Finally, one day after 
meeting with defeat on all sides, I said, 
“Lord, if you want me to continue my 
school here you will have to make a place 
for it. But if you want me to do other 
work I am ready for it.” With this 
thought in mind, I stopped at a gas sta- 
tion to fill my Ford. To my _ surprise 
Brother Denson pulled up beside me and 
said that he had been trying all day to 
find me, that Brother Tharp wanted to 
see me. The next morning I told Brother 
Tharp I would come to Sevierville on the 
lowest salary I had received since the first 
year after I graduated from college. But 
salary did not seem so important as it 
had one time in my life, for I felt that I 
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was obeying the voice of God by coming 
to Sevierville. 

By this time my husband was working 
on my father’s farm, so all that remained 
was to close my school and rent my house. 
The typewriters were taken to the Pub- 
lishing House to be brought to Sevierville. 


These were later sold to the school. The 
other furniture was stored in our garage 
and attic. Five tables were given to Bible 
School last summer and Brother Tharp 
brought them up in a trailer. 

About a week before I was to come to 
Sevierville, the friend whom I mentioned 
above, told me that her brother wanted 
to rent my house. They moved in a week 
after we moved out. So you see, the Lord 
literally drove me here. He closed the 
road behind me and opened it up in front. 

Of course, I had heard about the excel- 
lent property the Church was buying in 
Sevierville for the school, but as we ap- 
proached the grounds, I decided that the 
“half had not been told.” The location 
and buildings were simply ideal, and there 
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is ample space for future expansion. 

Then when we met in chapel the first 
day of school, the heavens opened and 
great showers of blessings fell upon every 
one, and they are still coming down. 

During the past twenty years, I have 
worked with a great many people under 
greatly varied circumstances, but I have 
never been treated with so much courtesy 
and consideration anywhere else as I have 
in Bible School. Nor have I taught in a 
school where there is so much coopera- 
tion as we have here. 

During the past two years, educators, 
friends, and relatives have tried to get me 
to go back to public schools or to the 
Government, but I feel that God brought 
me here and I hope to stay until He takes 
me elsewhere in this world or calls me to 
a better one. 


The Principal Textbook 


From the annals of Church of God his- 
tory “The Trumpeter” produces the fol- 


lowing quotation: 

“This school shall be for the training 
of young men and women for efficient 
service on the field. The Bible shall be 
the principal textbook but such literary 
work as is necessary and music shall be 
included in the course.” 


If the delegates of the Thirteenth An- 
nual Assembly praised God when these 
words were read by the chairman of the 
committee for the consideration of a Bible 
School, how much greater should be the 
praise of 83,000 members of the Church 
of God of today? 1917 merely gave birth 
to the plan and purpose; 1941 reveals the 
realization of the plan, still prompted by 
that divine purpose. 

Through the years the Bible has re- 
mained the “principal textbook.” One of 
the most impressive scenes at B. T. S. to- 
day is the assembling at nine o’clock in 
the morning for chapel. The cares of this 
world and the deceitfulness of its riches

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The public debt limitation was set 
many years ago at forty-five billion dol- 
lars. That amount, of course, would con- 
stitute an enormous indebtedness for any 
nation. Recently the limit was raised to 
forty-nine billion. Now, a bill is pending, 
which will undoubtedly pass, raising the 
debt limit to sixty-five billion dollars. 
Estimating the national population at one 
hundred and thirty million people, that 
will place an obligation of five hundred 
dollars on the head of every man, woman 
and child in the nation. THE END IS 
NOT YET. The only thing to be gained 
from noticing these things is the fact that 
affairs are in a serious condition. Hectic, 
chaotic, tangled! ‘“PERILOUS” is the 


word. 

A recent article by Damon Runyon is 
worthy of serious thought in that it 
portrays present world conditions. “It is 
only some fifty-odd years ago that this 
nation was highly scandalized by plural 
marriage or polygamy as practiced by the 
Mormons of Utah. The situation of Mor- 
mon gentlemen living with a number of 
wives simultaneously had the good ladies 
and many of the good gentlemen of oth- 
er sections of the country by the ears. 
It called for congressional action and 
prosecution as well as extreme persecu- 
tion of the participants in wholesale mar- 
riage when the marriages ran concurrent. 
The practice was finally wiped out, which 
was undoubtedly for all the best, espe- 
cially as our civilization was EVOLVING 
THE MUCH MORE CONVENIENT 
SYSTEM NOW IN VOGUE. THIS 
PERMITS A GENTLEMAN TO MAR- 
RY, TWO, THREE, FOUR, FIVE, OR 
EVEN SIX OR SEVEN TIMES AS HE 
MAY ELECT, though of course he can- 
not occupy the office of husband to all 
his wives at the same time.” I have quoted 
enough for all to see the meaning of this 
timely essay. Written, as Runyon’s stuff 
generally is, in a humorous vein, it 
nevertheless points a moral. “AS IT WAS 
IN THE DAYS OF NOAH,” ETC. 

All our people are agreed that labor 
is wholly entitled to retain all the progress 
they have gained through the years. How- 
ever, the production vital to national de- 
fense must be kept going in full force. 
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An Interpretation of Current Events in the Light of Holy Prophecy 
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There are so many strikes now in progress 
and so many threats of further strikes 
that the federal labor conciliators are kept 
extremely busy at this crucial time. The 
saddest feature of all is the wide schism 
in the ranks of labor itself. Several recent 
articles bring out the thought that Com- 
munism is responsible for the foment of 
troubles and discontent. Be that as it 
may be, their prolonged wrangling with 
factory management will inevitably lead 
to forced or conscripted labor. It sim- 
ply adds to the PERILOUSNESS OF 
THE TIMES. 

The Government recently ordered 4,- 
§00,000 identification tags to be used by 
the military personnel of the country. We 
all remember only too well what they 
were for in the last war. They were used, 
largely, to identify the dead. It seems, 
to this writer, to have a prophetic mean- 
ing. While every one says that the pur- 
pose of the draft, the purpose of speedy 
manufacture of munitions of war is for 
the sole purpose of keeping us out of the 
war, yet the identification tags are or- 
dered. Let us not deceive ourselves on that 
score. Our President hopes, sincerely, to 
keep us out of war, but the clouds are 
too low. 

There is some talk, from high quar- 
ters, of a “negotiated peace” with nei- 
ther side the winner. In my humble opin- 
ion, such a peace is highly impossible. 
The war is not necessarily between two 
or more nations. IT IS A WAR TO THE 
FINISH BETWEEN TWO ORDERS. 
EITHER DEMOCRACY OR DICTA- 
TORSHIP MUST GO. There is not room 
enough in the small world of today for 
the two systems to exist side by side. It is 
well known that power once gained by 
dictators is never relinquished. Lover's 
of freedom will never willingly abandon 
democracy. THE TWO SYSTEMS OR 
ORDERS MUST AND WILL FIGHT. 
GOD’S WORD DECLARES THE WIN- 
NER.

TIME, issue of February 3, carries un- 
der the heading of RELIGION a_ very 
timely article about the trend of the 
Christian ministry in the present world 
crisis. Whereas, at the outbreak of the 
present war, the great majority of the 
ministry of all faiths were opposed to en- 
try into the war or our participation by 
forwarding supplies to any of the warring 
nation.

LIKE ATTITUDE. Speaking for the 
Episcopalians, in response to a question 
asked by TIME, The Right Reverend 
Henry St. George Tuckerm, Presiding 
Bishop, said, “It is my personal belief that 
most Episcopal clergymen . . . now feel 
we should give as much aid to the British 
as they need, and if it is necessary TO 
TAKE THAT LAST STEP AND GO 
TO WAR WE SHOULD DO IT.” Rev.

gardless of the cares of this life, you 
must not be too careful and troubled 
about many things and much serving. 
There is but one thing that is needful. 
That Mary chose—that good part that 
should not be taken away from her. We 
must all call a halt and take time for 
prayer and meditation. Fellow minister, 
precious men of God, heads of familles 
throughout our nation, remember that 
time for prayer is very necessary. It is 
through faith that we overcome. The text 
states, “This is the victory that over- 
cometh the world, even our faith.” Faith 
cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
Word of God. We need to study that 
precious word, increase our faith to take 
hold of the blessed promises of God, and 
strengthen our souls so that we may have 
victory. We are either overcoming the 
world or the world is overcoming us. It 
is just like being in a boat out in the 
stream. We are either going upstream 
against the current, fighting daily, fight- 
ing hard; or we are drifting with the 
current, going on to the dangerous, 

destructive waterfalls. 

Faith is the conquering principle in re- 
ligion. Faith is that energizing, vitalizing 
power that overcomes the world, the 
worldly spirit, with its carnal aim, count- 
less temptations and unholy methods. In 
the hall of fame of- faith, the eleventh 
chapter of Hebrews, we are told of great 
outstanding characters who had faith in 
almighty God—men as Noah, Abraham, 
Jacob, Joseph, Moses. Think of Abraham! 
When he was called to go out into a place 
which afterwards he should receive for an 
inheritance, he obeyed and went out, not 
knowing where he went. It was by faith 
that Moses, when he was come to years, 
refused to be called the son of Pharaoh’s 
daughter. It was faith he chose, “rather 
to suffer affliction with the people of 
God than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for 
a season.” It was by faith that he es- 
teemed the “reproach of Christ greater 
riches than the treasures of Egypt.” 
Faith made men strong, courageous, and 
capable of daring exploits. Through faith 
common men_ subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness, obtained promises, 
stopped the mouths of lions, quenched the 
violence of fire, escaped the edge of the 
sword. Thank God! By faith men still 
Overcome temptations, endure cruel 
mockings and scourging, bear privations 
and tortures, discharge duties, lay aside 
besetting faults and sins achieve the mas- 
tery over themselves and all their enemies. 

Notice the text implies the present 
tense — “victory that overcometh the 
world.” Jesus said, “In the world we 
have tribulation, but be of good cheer, 
I have overcome the world.” These state- 
ments were made just before He suffered 
death at the hands of the cruel Romans. 
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He was then dwelling, as it were, in the 
shadow of the cross. This was before the 
great confljct had really begun. He had 
the victory. He saw, in the future, antici- 
pated joy. He knew that He had virtually 
conquered already, prior to the great hour 
of tribulation that was to come upon 
Him. He had conquered the world. Why 
should He be depressed? He had con- 
quered and was, and is, the pledge of 
final victory, to everyone who is bought 
by His blood. The world, therefore, is a 
conquered world. It will, to the end of 
time, have to acknowledge one total de- 
feat. Thank God! Jesus conquered the 
world, and we through Him can have 
complete victory. This is the victory that 
overcometh the world, even our faith. 

Faith does not imply that we must be 
in battle array against an enemy that is 
constantly approaching, but it says that 
faith is the victory itself. It does not bid 
us to marshall our forces against the 
world. It does not even command us to 
contend with this or that. Ir does require 
us to have faith. Faith causes us to see 
that invisible world at hand, with which 
this cruel world is not worthy to be com- 
pared. It places before the soul the eternal 
realities—heaven and hell, life and death; 
the influence of prayer; the ministration 
of angels, the watchful love of an over- 
ruling Providence; and above them ail, 
and in them all, the incarnate Savior, 
uniting man and human nature to the 
eternal God—Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghost—three in one, and one in three. 
With this association ever with us, we 
have complete victory. 

When we look on the surface of this 
troubled world, what a sad, dark picture 
comes before us—the awful wars, blood- 
shed, destruction of homes and lives, 
separation of loved ones; the torturing 
pains of hunger, starvation, and lingering 
death; the possibility of the destruction of 
democracies which have stood for religi- 
ous freedom and the worship of God ac- 
cording to the dictates of our conscience. 
But then we look up, as did Paul after the 
ship had been tossed to and fro for nearly 
two weeks in the inighty, stormy deep, 
and after they had thrown overboard all 
the excessive weight and it looked as if no 
one could be saved, yet Paul said, ““Where- 
fore, sirs, be of good cheer, for I believe 
God that it shall be even as it was told 
me.” Through it all we are expecting just 
what Jesus has promised, and He said that 
He would come again. 

May we, dear saints, keep that victory 
—faith that is victory, faith that over- 
cometh the world, faith that will give 
pleasure in serving God in the face of all 
opposition. You know what I mean. Let 
us keep the victory! All who have the vic- 
tory will keep working as if this were the 
last year—and who knows but that this 
is the last? As I close these words, I feel 
victory bubbling over in my soul—vic- 


tory, yes, victory! Praise God for the vic- 
tory! Real, genuine victory, this victory, 
our faith that overcometh the world! 
Amen!

COMMON RESPONSIBILITY FOR A 
JUST AND ENDURING PEACE.” 
How, my dear Dean, can America as- 
sume that full responsibility you urge 
without entering the war as an active 
belligerent? I don’t want to be a crepe 
hanger nor a pessimist, but I can see no 
hope for peace, especially a “lasting and 
enduring peace,” until cometh the Prince 
of Peace. For Jesus’ sake, pray for all 
those young men. They seem mighty fine 
and grand to have to die without God.

We 
have no quarrel against neither ASCAP 
nor BMI. Several songs in our books 
which we have paid for the right 
to publish, are now withheld from the air 
because of this monopoly. “The Old 
Rugged Cross,” “There Is Power in the 
Blood,” ‘Dwelling in Beulah Land,” 
“Let Jesus Come into Your Heart,” and 
“This Is Like Heaven to Me,” are among 


the songs controlled by ASCAP and. 


their use now banned over NBC and CBS. 

It has been circulated by some and is 
commonly believed among Pentecostal 
people that some of these songs are banned 
simply because the word “blood” or 
“cross” appears in them; but this has 
nothing to do with it. We have many 
songs about the cross and the blood of 
Christ which may be used freely. In fact, 
anything that the Tennessee Music & 
Printing Company publishes, owns, or 
controls may freely be used in the broad- 
casts of either the independent stations or 
those controlled by the NBC and CBS. 
Let not the child of God therefore be 
alarmed over this fight. It is just another 
clamor for supremacy and a fight be- 
tween two organizations which will final- 
ly be settled by the courts. 

An Associated Press item of February 
§ states “The Government cracks down 
on embattled ASCAP with anti-trust law 
charges today in a new phase of the con- 
troversy of the nation’s music.” We do 
not believe, personally, that any company 
should control the nation’s music, that 
songs in any book should be free (after 
being purchased by those who use them) 
to be used on any program over the air or 
otherwise.

The situa- 
tion demands firmly established believers 
and stalwart defenders of the faith. The 
Church of God Bible School meets this 
demand. When one has mastered the 
three-year course in Bible study as taught 
here, he can combat with the unbelieving 
world, “ready always to give an answer 
to every man that asketh him a reason of 
the hope that is in him, with meekness 
and fear.”
